REMARKS-general 



Claims 1 and 10 have been amended. The amendments to the claims 1 and 10, as 
presented herein, are not made for the purpose of patentability within the meaning of 35 
U.S.C. §§§§ 101, 102 or 103.

Claim Rejections under 35 USC 112, 

In page of the Office action, Claims 1 and 10 stand rejected by the Examiner under 
35 USC 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 2-9 stands rejected for being dependent on rejected claims. 

For the purpose of expediting prosecution and without any admission. Applicant has amended 
claims 1 and 10. By the above amendment, Applicant has rewritten claims 1 and 10 to define the 
invention more particularly and distinctly so as to overcome the technical rejections and define the 
invention patentably.
